PHYSICIANS MEET IN 'FRISCO

American Medical Association Be
gins Annual Convention in

Memorial Hall.

BOARDS OF HEALTH VISITED

SAN FUANt'ISiO. Cat.. June 21.

activities in which the American
Medical association Is engaged, particu-
larly In the line of educating the public
for the preservation of health were re-

ported upon at the opening session today
of thp sixty-sixt- h annual meeting of the
aesoclatlon. IT. Victor C. Vaushan or
Ann Harbor, Mich., dean of the medical
department of the Vnlverlty of Michi-
gan, is president of the association and
presided today at the nut-tin- In the ex-
position memorial auditorium.

IT. Henry n. Favlll of Chicago, who
presented the report of the council on
health and public Instruction, said that
during the last year the council had con-

tinued the' development of Its proaram,
which Includes a thorough Investigation
of present public health conditions In the
United States, the education of the pub-
lic by every possible means. In order that
the people may understand tlio enormous
advances In scientific medical knowledge
during t)ic lst generation for tho preven-
tion of disease and the prolongation of
hi man life. He reported that Dr. Charles
V. Chapln, commissioner of health of
Providence, R. I., had as the special
representative of the council, visited and
Inspected the boards of health In all of
the states and had prepared a report na a
basla of standardising and classifying
their work. He said a similar study of
federal and municipal health activities
was being planned.

Oet-Tosr- et her Movement.
An Important r" movement

was Indicated In the report of the central
committee on the public health organisa
tion, which has made a survey of forty--
four national organisations working on
public health subjects, duplicating effort,
wasting money and labor and conflicting
In functions. It was said a union meet-
ing of all the organizations Interested
was being planned for MIR, with a view
to uniting as many of these organizations
as possible In a single strong national or-
ganization.

Regarding public educational wor. the
council reported that the speakers' bu-
reau had furnished speakers for 151 pub-li- e

meetings during the year and that the
bureau of literature had printed nearly
800,000 pamphlets on different public
health subjects. Including a campaign of
education for mothers on how to save
babies, and on the minimum sanitary re-
quirements for rural schools.

The educational work of the association
regarding frauds in patent medicines and
the Interest shown by the public were re-
ported as having steadily increased, and
the work which the council undertook
some ten years ago In elevating the
standard of requirements for medical ed-

ucation was said to have been so success-
ful that the conditions which were out-
lined In the first report a decade ago as
Ideal have now become reality. There
were, however, a number of further es

to be recommended, among which
were reforms In methods of clinical

In medical colleges.
The secretary of the aaaociatlon. Dr.

Alexander R. Craig of Chicago, reported
that the membership had Increased from
74.236 in 1914, to 76.020 this year.

Tex., June .'I. -- The case
of Frank tvix-ary- , charged with com-
plicity In the killing of William Black, a
lecturer against the Roman Catholic
church, who nas shot here shortly before
he we) to deliver one of hi lectures on
the evening of February X 1!I.V was called
for trial here today In the district court.

0'l.eary was not present at the shoot-
ing, according to testimony at the ex-

amining trial last winter. The calling
of his case first appeared to be duo lo a
desire to approach cautiously the leaal
aspects of tho shooting, which attracted
wide attention.

The night before he waa killed Black
had delivered a lecture in Marshall en-

titled, "Romanism, a Menace to civilisa-
tion." Ho was to lecture strain thst
night. Marshall had been stirred by hand-
bill advertising of Black'a work. Rlack.
4A yea re old, born In Virginia and aald
to bear kinship to General Robert E.
Iee'a family, was) advertised as "One
who knows." The handlblla contained
charges, cartoons and alleged oaths of
the Knlghta of Columbus.

About supper time Black went to his
hotel room, where he was Joined by the
other members) of his party, Clarence P.
Hall of St. Paul. Minn, and Miss Sadie
Black, a girl ha bad adopted at her home
In Arkansas a few days previously. Three
more men, John Rodgers, John ("opeland
and George Ryan, called on tho lllnck
party. According to teatlmony at the
examining trials, all three callers were
members of the Knights) of Colnmhue
They asked Black not to deliver hla sec-

ond lecture. Rlack replied be would de-

liver It. Shooting began and Black was
shot near the heart and Killed. Rodgers
also waa killed and Copcland was ahot

Indictments were returned charging
murder against the following Marshall
men: John Copeland, George Ryan,
Georgo Tier, Harry Winn and Frank
O'leary. Publics testimony did not de-

velop the circumstances of the alleged
connection of Winn and O'Leary with
the killing.
